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DISPOSAL OF INERT WASTES IN THE NEW SOLID WASTE MANAGEMENT SYSTEM 
‘Introduction: 


Whereas, the contract between the Region and Tricil Limited provides 

for the acceptance and disposal of Acceptable Transfer Station Wastes and 
Acceptable Landfill Site Wastes, Regional Council directed that snow 

and the non-acceptable wastes which will now be referred to herein as 
"inert wastes" for the purpose of this report be dealt with separately 
and be the subject of a report from the Department of Engineering. 


A. Inert Wastes 


There are certain wastes now being accepted at Regional Landfill 
Sites which will not be acceptable at the proposed Transfer Stations 
and the proposed Glanbrook Site. These are defined as inert wastes 
and are defined in the Tricil Agreement as follows: 


1. Construction debris 

Bo wea thy pai 

3. Broken concrete 

uy. asphalt 

5. Other inert materials 

6. Tree Stumps 

7.) Construction timber 

8. Bundles of metal strapping 


Over the past 2 years, the Region has accepted an average of 500,000 
tons per year of inert materials at its disposal sites. Many more tons 
are generated with contractors finding their own private disposal 

areas in the rural sections of the Region. However, the availability 
of such disposal points are rapidly dwindling. 


Various privately owned and Regional properties are available for 
acceptance of these inert wastes and are listed herewith. Please 
refer to attached plan, page 12 for locations within the Region of 


Hamilton-Wentworth. 


The firm of Gartner-Lee Associates carried out a Hydrogeological Study 
on behalf of the Region in January, 1976. In this report, the firm 
investigated various sites in the Region for the disposal of solid 
wastes and as part of this study, 4 specific sites were recommended 

as being the most suitable for the acceptance of inert materials as 
follows: 
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Site 1 - former Cope Quarry now owned by Taro Properties Inc. 
- located on Green Mountain Road, west of Highway #20 


Site 2 - owned by Steetley Industries Ltd. 
- located in Town of Dundas at the Mountain Brow, near 
Sydenham Road 


Site 3 - owned by the Region of Hamilton-Wentworth 
- located on Brock Road in Township of Flamborough 


Site 4 - owned by private interests - known as "Shepherd's Quarry" 
- located on Mountain Brow just east of Clappison's Cut in 
Township of Flamborough 
- this site was not considered in this report since the 
owners were not interested in operating an inert waste 
disposal site 


In addition, traffic problems would be acute in movements 
to and from this particular site location. 


The inert disposal sites described in this Report have been approved 
by the Regional Planning Department and no major traffic problems are 
envisaged at this time. 

Quarry Rehabilitation Programme 

The proposed disposal of inert wastes into pits and quarries serves a 
dual purpose. The municipality has an acceptable disposal site and 
is also assisting the quarry or pit owner in rehabilitation measures 


as part of the removal of the landscape scar to the benefit of the 
community.

Mountain Road and west of Highway #20, and is owned by Taro Properties 


Incorporated. Capacity of Site is 3 million cubic yards.

This site is now in operation and the current fee structure charged 
by the owner is $5.00 per truck load with no limitation as to the 
size of the load. Attached is copy of owners confirmation dated 

78 11 07 shown on Appendix "A". 


DY “Disposal Sire "Be 


This abandoned rock quarry is owned by Steetley Industries Limited 
and is located near the Mountain Brow in the vicinity of Sydenham 
Road in the Town of Dundas. 


The M.O.E. has previously issued a Provisional Waste Disposal 
Certificate for the disposal of solid wastes generated by the steel 
making operations such as: 


1. Foundry sand 
an Pilvue aust 
3. Refractory brick rubble 


As of 79 04 10, the Ministry of the Environment has also approved of 
various construction debris for disposal in this site as follows:

This approval is effective immediately and will be added to the 
company's present Certificate at time of renewal.

The capacity-of this site is 3 million cubic yards. It is proposed 
to be open for operation by the end of 1979. 
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c) Disposal Site," 


This site is an active rock quarry where aggregates are being produced. 
The property is owned by the Region of Hamilton-Wentworth and is leased 
for quarrying purposes to a private operator. Location is on Brock 
Road, Concession IV in the Township of Flamborough and is known 

as "Flamborough Quarry."' Receiving capacity is approximately 500,000 
cubic yards. 


The present lease has expired and a tender call for further private 
operation is now being prepared. The remaining mineral extraction 


life is approximately 5 years. 


Certain inert materials are acceptable in certain sections of this 
quarry as noted below:

This site is owned by the Hamilton Harbour Commissioners and is located 
in Hamilton Harbour near the Windermere Basin. The fill area will be 


available for one to two years with only inert materials being accepted 
such as:

Capacity of fill site is in the order of 820,000 cubic yards. Dumping 
charges amount to $5.00 per truck load with the site now in operation. 


The M.O.E. are satisfied with this site and the materials to be 
disposed. See correspondence from The Hamilton Harbour Commissioners 
in Appendix "D". 


£) Drsposal Site “hl 

This disposal area is owned by the Hamilton Region Conservation 
Authority and is located at Fifty Road in Lake Ontario, about six miles 
east of the City of Hamilton. A proposed marina is under development 
here and materials are required for the foundations. Capacity for 
disposal is 1,300,000 cubic yards. 

Acceptable materials are as follows:

There is no charge at present for disposal at this location, Antici— 
pated site availability is 10 years based on rate of present deposition. 


This site and the disposal materials are acceptable to the-M.0.E. See 
notice from Hamilton Region Conservation Authority, Appendix "E". 

The site is now in operation. However, the Authority is disappointed 
with the quantity of materials being hauled to this site. The haul 
distance of 6 Miles. is not rooractractive economically to local 


contractors. 
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Wood Disposal 


Previous Regional policy provided for the separation of wood by 
disposers and the stockpiling of same in the landfill site for 
burning twice a week. 


Regional Council discontinued this practice on 78 11 14 and has 
further approved a wood recycling proposal by Hamilton-Wentworth 3rd 
Sector, whereby their staff will prepare firewood for sale as well 
as using some selected wood for special wood projects. This 
programme has received enthusiastic support since potential energy 
is recovered and employment is found within the community. 


At present, this programme commenced 79 03 15 with a small core of 
employees plus an enlargement in the number as the input of wood 
increases in Spring and Summer. 


The life of the Ottawa Street Site is tentatively projected to July 

1980. Upon closure of this site, consideration has been given to 

the establishing of a new wood receiving site for the continuation of 

the 3rd Sector activities in a four acre parcel immediately adjacent and east 
of the proposed Kenora Transfer Station. This four acre parcel is part of 


asix acre parcel originally set aside for the Transfer Station. Lt)is mot 
required at present, and thereforewould be used temporarily. 


The site is in a good location since the larger suppliers of wood 
are the industrial companies in the Hamilton Harbour Area and 
therefore shorter transportation hauls and associated savings are 
in order. Undesired residual wood materials, in proper sizes, 
ican be burned in nearby S.W.A.R.U. or be moved into the Kenora 
Transfer Station. 


Clay 


The Region will require clean clay for final cover of the landfill 
sites after closure. 


Surplus excavated clay material from Regional construction contracts 
is directed to landfill sites where possible. Advertisements have 
been placed in the press inviting clay material from private 
construction projects. Results have been fair. 


The Area Municipalities are also being requested to assist in; this 
regard. 


B. Snow Disposal 


Disposal of snow is not recommended for sanitary landfill sites as per 
M.O.E. guidelines since this additional moisture can promote increased 
leachate production and methane gas. The following snow disposal 
sites within the Region are acceptable to the Province and are noted 
on attached plan, page ll. 
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a) Regional Sites for Snow Disposal 


Regional road maintenance forces have disposed of snow at the 
following locations within the Region of Hamilton-Wentworth. These 
locations are acceptable to the Ministry of the Environment. 


1. Intersection of Regional Road 44 (York Rd.) and Regional Road 44A 
(Oid<York Rd.) = NE Corner 


2. Waterdown Baseball Park, east side of Regional Road #54 (Hamilton 
Street), just south of Regional Road #7. 


3. Regional Road #5 (Sydenham Road), halfway between Bridge and 
Alma Street, on outside of curve at Canada Crushed Stone. 


4. Regional Road #47 (Wilson Street) at Regional Road #2 (Montgomery 
Drive) - NW Corner. . 


5. Regional Road #47 (Wilson Street), at picnic area, approximately 
kk mile east of above (loc. 4). 


6. Regional Road #12 (King Street) at Highway #8. 


7. Regional Road #24 (Barton Street) - south side - in school 
property west of Dewitt. 


For the information of the Committee, the Regional Department of 
‘Engineering will be carrying out a future study on snow removal from 
Regional Roads. 


b) City or Hamilton Site 


The City of Hamilton has an existing snow removal policy in the 
heavily commercialized sections of the City. Disposal sites 
currently in use are on City owned property on the west side of 
Upper Wellington Street between Limeridge Road and Stone Church 
Road. In addition, City owned property on the south-east corner 

of Upper Ottawa Street and Limeridge Road has also been used for the 
storage of snow. 


c) Stoney Creek Sites 


1) Work Yard - 349 Jones Road 
2): Green Acres Park - Randall Road 


d) Dundas Sites 


1) Dundas Driving Park - end of Cross Street 
2) Works Yard Area - on King Street East 


3) Portal Court Area 
4) York Road - Watson Lane vicinity 


e) Ancaster Sites 


1) Golflinks Road - in vicinity of Southcote Road and 
McNivens Road 


f) The privately operated quarries, shown at locations "A" and "B" 
on attached plan are also available for snow disposal to the 
Area Municipalities and the Region at the prevailing disposal 
fee charges. 


CONCLUSIONS 


a) Bill 155 provided for the Region of Hamilton-Wentworth to furnish 
facilities for the purpose of receiving, dumping, and disposing 
of waste. 


The term "waste'' was to include: 


ashes 

garbage 

refuse 

domestic waste 

industrial solid waste 

municipal refuse 

such other waste as may be designated by By-Law of Regional Council. 


lb) With the implementation of the new Solid Waste Management System, 
inert wastes cannot be accepted at the Transfer Stations and the 
proposed Glanbrook Site and therefore a policy should be established 
by the Region to provide for same. In addition, disposal locations 
for snow should be approved. 


RECOMMENDATIONS 


a) That inert wastes be disposed in the privately operated disposal 
sites, namely Sites "A", "B", EMV pie WE andy te as contained 
in this Report and noted on attached plan on page 12 entitled 
"Proposed Disposal Sites for Inert Wastes". Further that Site 
"C0" which is owned by the Region of Hamilton-Wentworth be not 
used initially but be held in reserve. Disposal charges would 
be established by the site owners. 


b) That an adequate advance notice be provided to the general public 
using the existing disposal sites, informing them of this new 
policy for the disposal of inert wastes and the effective date. 


c) That the existing wood recycling operation at the Upper Ottawa 
Site now being operated by Hamilton-Wentworth Third Sector be 
transferred temporarily to a 4 acre parcel of land owned by the 
Region, immediately easterly and adjacent to the proposed Kenora 
Transfer Station after the Upper Ottawa Disposal Site is closed 
to the public and that the Regional Solicitor be directed to 
prepare an Agreement accordingly. 
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d) 


That the snow disposal locations in the Region of Hamilton- 
Wentworth noted in this report and shown on attached plan 
on page ll entitled "Proposed Disposal Sites for Snow", be 
approved.

In answer to your letter of March 12, 1979, we classify construction 
debris as essentially inert material and the list "A" Construction 
Waste, is acceptable in this site. We have one reservation 

with respect to wood waste and that is that methane gas may 

be given off and would collect and migrate off property after 

the landfill is capped. This would likely kill surrounding 
vegetation, in particular, deep rooted trees. As a condition 

on the Certificate for the addition of this waste, we require 

that testing for gas be carried out after the landfill is 
completed and venting installed as required. (It may be 

possible that gas migration could be eliminated by using a 

clay barrier along the quarry walls and I would suagest that 

you investigate this possibility). The aforementioned condition 
will be added to your present Certificate at time of re-issue.

Tn Augustsof 1979, the capacity of our dredge disposal site. 
at Pier 27 was estimated at 870,000 cubic yards. Since that time 
approximately 50,000 cubic yards have been deposited at the site 
from various maintenance dredging jobs in the harbour. a 


At the present time, the Commissioners are covering dredged 
spoil at Piers 25 and 26 with trucked-in construction fill material. 
Fach truck driver is required to submit to an inspector on the site, 
a landfill ticket for each single-axle or tandem load which is 
Ggumped. Tickets are available in large quantities from the main 
office of the Hamilton Harbour Commissioners at 605 James Street 
North in books of 10 tickets for $50.00, or individually from the: 
inspector at the site for $5.00 each. ‘ 


The inspector is instructed to view each incoming load of 
material before dumping. The types of material that are allowed 
to be dumped are any good construction fill (clays, silts or gravels) 
as well as clean broken concrete, asphalt, brick or block rubble. 
The inspector will not allow any material that contains toxic, 
noxious, highly organic or with high moisture content. This includes 
garbage, wood or refuse. In isolated instances, material has also 
been refused at the site because of its fine grain nature which could 
result:in becoming airborne i.e. fly-ash, breeze, or foundry sand. 


I hope this letter sufficiently answers any questions you may 
have concerning our landfilling operations.
